The adulteration of musk is made 
possible hy the use of a need known 
as the musk seed. It grows in India. 
The Chinese musk is prized tho most 
hut is more open to suspicion than 
the Russian, which is seldom found 
with tho sac broken. There are 
many artificial musks, and our com- 
mon muskrat yields a pod that is the 
ouly near approach to the gcuuiue 
imported musk.— Interview in New 
York Evening Bun. 
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
